Say State

LITTLE ROCK (AP^ - the 


state Welfare Department must 
pay the full cost of treatment 
it authorizes for patients, 
or 


most hospitals in Arkansas will 
not make their beds available 
to welfare recipients, warns the 
Arkansas Hospital Association. 


The association said Saturday 


that in 1965 the state depart- 
ment refused to pay for more 
than $1.5 million worth of treat- 
ment and the individual hospit- 
als made up the loss by pad- 
ding the bills of patients who 
paid their own way. 


After July 1, the association 


said, the federal medicare pro- 
gram will free a "substantial 
amount" of funds used by the 
Welfare Department. 


Most of (he 106 member hos- 


pitals have agreed that unless 
these or other funds are used 
to pay for treatment authorized 
by the department the welfare 
patients will not be 
admitted, 


the association said.

There is something about a 


new born deer, or any other ani- 
mal, that makes people want 
to adopt them. It could be call- 
ed "animalnapping." 


In the first place, persons rear- 


ing wild animals at their home 
are required to have pet permits 
from the G & FC, These premits 
cost $2.50 for each animal and 
are valid for the life 
of t h e 


animal. Permits will not be is- 
sued for bobcats„ wolves, coyo- 
tes or bear. After a permit has 
been purchased often problems 
begin to 
develop, especially 


with deer. The once cuddly fawn 
becomes hard-headed and no 
longer shy. I begins to chase 
kids and eat up the garden. 
Sometimes, 
for no reason at 


all, it decides to polish its ant- 
lers on somebody's backside 
and becomes a honery cuss and 
can become a killer. 
' 


Most wild animals are diffi- 


cult to raise in captivity, and— 
in short — it's best not to be- 
come an animalnapper. 


With the repeal of tbe preda- 


tor law, hunters have asked the 
following general questions. 


Q—Do I need a license to 


hunt predators? 


A—A license is needed, ac- 


cording to the regulations, to 
hunt any wild birds or animals, 
predators included. 


Q—Can I hunt predators at 


night? 


A—Predators can be hunted 


only from sunrise to sunset. They 
can be killed at night only dur- 
ing the fur bearing season, and 
the hunters must be accompan- 
ied by a dog. 


Q—What about the 
"buck- 


shot law?" 


A—The buckshot law, which 


made it illegal "to use or have 
in possession in game cover, 
buckshot or rifled slugs except 
during open gun season on deer 
and turkey" is no longer in ef- 
fect. 


Q—Can I collect a bounty on 


a predator I killed? 


A—The G&FC does not pay 


counties for predators. 


Aubrey Fowler, chief of the 


Enforcement Division, adds that 
poaching fines had been made 
two or three times more costly 
since the repeal of the predator 
law. 


Shotguns in the hands of hunt- 


ers have caused more casual- 
ties in the field than rifles have, 
reports the National Rifle As- 
sociation. During the 1961-64 per- 
iod 4,182 sportsmen were i n - 
"olved in 
accidental shotgun 


shootings, as compared to 2,740 
by rifle. 


The 
reports 
indicates that 


hunters shooting at sounds and 
movement was the leading cause 
of gun casualties, with the vic- 
tim out of the shooter's sight. 
The second mot common cause 
of casualty, during the four-year 
span, occured as the victim was 
covered by shooters swinging 
on game. 


Rabbit hunters had the great- 


est number of gqn mishaps, with 
1,7^9 
reported 
during 1961 


through 1964, while deer hunt- 
ers ranked second with 1,450 
shooting accidents during the 
same preiod. Most accidental 
shootings took place between 
2 p.m and 4 p.m. 


Outdoor enthusiasts should be 


more wary of bees than snakes, 
since more persons die from bte 
stilus than do victims of snake- 
bite. In fact, most snakes seen 
outdoors are harmless, and hunt- 
ers and fishermen can eliminate 
Hit- slight danger of snake bite 
by following a lew simple rules.

Every bridge book makes a 


point of saying that a good 
five card suit is rebiddable. 
Most of them fail to go one 
step further and point out 
that "rebiddable" d o e s not 
mean that you must rebid it, 
but m e r e l y that you may 
when advisable. Do not rebid 
it just because it is right there 
in your hand. 


Specifically, when you hold 


5-3.3-2 distribution and your 
partner bids any number of 
no-trump there is usually no 
reason at all to rebid your five 
card suit. If your five card 
suit will run as a trump, it 
will probably run at no-trump. 
You have no singleton. Hence 
you have no glaring weakness 
that the enemy will attack. 


Today's South had never 


learned 
t h e s e 
principles. 


Hence, he rebid three clubs 
to show that he held a five 
card club suit. North might 
well have p e r s i s t e d in no- 
trump but North had only one 
stopper in each suit and felt 
that he should support clubs 
rather than fight his partner. 


South had a play for five 


clubs. He won the spade lead 
in his own hand, played ace 
and a n o t h e r 
heart and 


finessed dummy's jack. The 
finesse.lost and he was down 
one trick. 


North would have had a 


lead pipe cinch at three no- 
trump. As a matter of inter- 
est he probably would have 
wound up with 11 tricks be- 
cause East might well have 
opened a heart away from his 
queen-ten. This would give 
North 
three 
hearts, 
two 


spades, two diamonds and 
four clubs
